y ear an d the total v alu ation will n et 
be far from $125,000,000. 
Of the 253 factories in this cou n try 
there are at least 100 con cern s tu rn ­ 
in g ou t cars that are well kn own an d 
factors in the market. So n ecessary 
has the au tomobile become that last 
y ear there was little or n o fallin g off 
in the trade, while this y ear it is bet­ 
ter than ev eri despite the fact that 
all other lin es are doin g a con sider­ 
ably smaller percen tage of bu sin ess 
than at an y time du rin g the last six 
y ears. 
While there is a con tin u ally in ­ 
creasin g deman d for commercial v e­ 
hicle, there is n o in dication of an y 
slacken in g in the call for pleasu re 
cars. 
This n ot on ly applies to the 
big, lu x u riou s cars of great power 
bu t also to what is kn own as the 
moderate priced car, sellin g at from 
$500 to $2000.
